Now I agree with the ones that believe it cannot be 
true. That is if we believe the many dates that bring us to that cconclusion, 
First the Unity West that married Col William Dandridge did so in 1719. Will- 
Lam's will was dated 1743, and Unity’s will dated 1753. I have not seen the 
actual will, but I understand she was Unity Dandridge. I do not have the date 
it was probated. Using the 1719 marriage date would indicated she was born 
about 1700-1705.

The Mt. Airy Church 
located in Suches, Georgia 
(originally named Saray, 
Georgia) was one of the first 
log churches to be built in this 
area by the white settlers. Ac- 
cording to church records, Mt. 
Airy Church was formed 
before the Civil War. Church 
records also document the for- 
ming of a Presbetery on Oct. 
4th, 1867, ‘‘for the purpose of 
revising the old church as they 
have bin for a considerable time 
without any regularity and 
some additions to the Articles 
of Faith and a change in their 
rules of decorum.’’ Elder 
members reported that church 
services were discontinued dur- 
ing the Civil War. The church 
records document the member- 
ship of several people who were 
born before the Civil War. 


The Mt. Airy Church was” 


a school until 1938. At that 
time the school was. con- 
solidated with Mt. Lebanon 
Church-school. No one knows 
exactly when the school was 
established, 

The Mt. Airy Church is 
the only original log church re- 
maining’ in North Georgia. 
Recently the church members 
decided to repair the church 
because they wanted to main- 
tain the character of the orginal 
structure as much as possible.
